S O. 748(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sections 4 and 5 of the Charitable Endowments Act, 1890 (6 of 
1890) the Central Government hereby amends the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Social Welfare 
number S. O. 573 (E), dated the 11th August, 1983, with effect from the date of publication of this notification in the Official 
Gazette, namely:— 

In the said notification, 

(1) for the words “National Handicapped Welfare Fund”, wherever they occur, the words “National Fund for People 
with Disabilities” shall be substituted; 

(2) for the words “Ministry of Social Welfare”, wherever they occur, the words “Ministry of Welfare" shall be substi¬ 
tuted; 

(3) for paragraph 3, the following paragraph shall be substituted, namely :— 

“3. For the management and ad minis tration of the Fund, a Board of Management (hereinafter referred to as the 
Board) shall be constituted consisting of the following members, namely:— 

(a) Secretary, —Chairman.

(e) Director General of Employment and Training, —Member.

(g) Five non-official members to be nominated by the Chairperson —Member. 

(non-official members shall be from leading social workers/voluntary 
organisations—one each representing major disability groups—visually 

disabled, hearing disabled, orthopaedically disabled, mentallyt retarded 
and neurologically disabled) (preferably disabled themselves) 

(h) Director/Deputy Secretary or —Secretary 

Under Secretary (dealing with the subject). Treasurer, 

Ministry of Welfare, ” 

(4) in paragraph 4, for the word “Chairman*, the word Xhairperson"shall be substituted; 

(5) for paragraph 12, the following paragraph shall be substituted, nam ely :— 

"'12. Eligibility for financial assistance—Registered Voluntary Organisations having a good track record; (ii) Autono¬ 
mous organisations; (iii) Self-help organisations of people with disabilities on the basis of the recommendations of the National 
Institutes (NTs), District Rehabilitation Centres (DRCs), and Council for Advancement of People's Action and Rural 
Technology (CAPART) and eligible for financial assistance in terms of this scheme shall ordinarily be preferred for assis¬ 
tance from the Fund.”; 

(6) in paragraph 14, for the words "'rupees one lakh”, the words '‘rupees five lakhs” shall be substituted; 

(7) for paragraph 17, the following paragraph shall be substituted, namely ;— 

"17. Consideration of application—All applications for financial assistance from the Fund shall be considered and 
disposed of by the Board, and where the board is not meeting early for any reason, the applications so received may be 
considered and disposed of by a committee consisting of the Chairperson and two other members of the Board to be nomi¬ 
nated by the Chairperson of the Board.

(i) State Governments/Union Territoiy Admini strations; 

(ii) National/Apex I^evel Institutes of Disabilities.
